HOME IN LOS ANGELES 

William Desmond Taylor Is Found Dead 
With Bullet in Back— Mabel Normand

Taxes of all kinds have been raountinrf so rapidly in recent 
years that they are 'now approaching the point where they are 
equivalent to confiscation. 

The plans Being considered by the board call for an issue of 
$6,000,000 to be nscd On a ratio of five for High Schools and one for 
elementary schools. This plan, however, is subject to revision both 
in amount and the use to be made of the money. 

The present board of education has spent more money to date 
than iny other body of men who have ever had control of the Den- 
ver schools and there are many questions that they will have to an- 
swer satisfactorily to the people before more money will be voted 
to them. - » 

Since Ijucius Ifallctt has been in control Of this board,, a period 
of five years, the cost of operating the school system has increased 
from $1,747,286 to $4,586,286 annually. 
This seems to be outrageous. 

Wo realize that there have been large increases in the cost of 
doing all kinds of business during the past five years, but there is 
no department of the government that shows such an alarming sit- 
uation as this. 'If there was a business house in Denver that showed 
the same proportional increase its creditors would start bankruptcy 
proceedings against it. The board has all kinds of explanations of 
how this money was spent, but the fact remains that it was spent 
and such extravagant management of our schools will nOt be toler- 
ated by the taxpayers any longer. 

Just imagine, the cost of operating our schools thk year will be 
greater than all the expenses for city government and that inclndes 
fire, police, courts, city n*all, court house and the hundreds of other 
departments under the city and county government. If the poli- 
ticians at city hall showed a similar increase in expenditures they 
would be voted out of office almost before the ink on the report 
tho toy | W as dry.- Everybody wants good schools* bat there is a limit on 
what we can pay for them. 

Five years 1130 the school enrollment was 41,920, and in Janu- 
ary of this year-it was 42,712. , , . . 

THE ENROLLMENT HAS INCREASED 972, A LITTLE 
OVER 2 PEE CENT, AND THE COST OF OPERATION HAS IN- 
CREASED $2,838,966, OR ALMOST 300 PER CENT. 
That id pretty expensive administration charges. 
In addition to this the board during the same period has ex- 
pended $2,350,000 which was raised by a bond issue for the con- 
struction of new buildings and was forced to go before the state 
board for authority to raise $370,000 additional to finish the con- 
struction which it had started. 

Wbi-ii Mr. Hallett became president of the board the levy for 
school purposes, that.-is the maintenance of schools, was. 834. This, 
year, at the end of fc' five-year period during which he has been in 
Control, the levy is' 11.7$. almost double^ and at the samc' tihic the 
levy for city purposes is lower than last year. 

The valuation of\thc schools at the present .time is placed by 
the board at $6,307,5967 and the maintenance charge is $4,686,286. 

If the people vote the board an additional $6,000,000 for new 
construction what will the maintenance charges be? 

It looks as tho the cost of operating our schools will soon be 
greater than the cost of city, county and state government com-

In this pardon, all records for brazen and wanton violation of 
the laws of decenoy were broken. 

This public official, Earl Cooley, deliberately sets aside courts, 
juries and. verdicts and makes a joke out of the criminal and civil 
'laws of Colorado because he happened to be the attorney who de- 
fended Lafayette K. Jones when he was tried and convicted of 
horse -stealing-. Cooley now pardons him in spite of tho protests of 
the pardon board and without any justification in the world eiccpt 
that this convict was his client. 

In the absence of Governor Shoup, Earl Cooley, acting; as gov- 
ernor, in this pardon of Jones, brazenly and shamelessly sets aside, 
tramples upon and spurns the laws of Colorado relating to pardons, 
the verdict of the jnry that Convicted Jones of horse-stealing, and 
lets him go free.
